Over 100 men and 
boys were employed in and around 
the vessel when the explosion oc- 
curred. Large pieces of timber and 
iron from the steamer were blown with 
terrific. force through the air and 
some hurled against the workshops 
situated fifty yards away, causing 
much damage to them. A number of 
workmen employed in the shops were 
struck by pieces of flying debris and 
some of them severely injured.

The MeKinley Tariff. 


At the banquet of the American 
Protective Tariff League, given in 
New York on April 29th, among 
the speakers was the Hon. Wm. 
McKinley, who introduced his re- 
marks in the following language: 

“IT am-giad to belong toa party 
and to advocate a priuciple which 
Was advocated by such men as 
Hamilton, Clay, Webster, Lincoln, 
Chase, Garfield. Harrison and 
Biaine. No man can feel insecure 
in the advocacy of a great princi- 
ple which every President of the 
United States, except three, had 
advocated, ‘from Washington to 
Harrison, and which the earliest 
statesmen of all parties held essen- 
tial to national welfare and inde- 

_ pendence. We will have tariffs so 
long as we have a government, and 
the only difference among the 
people is as to whether it shall be 
levied having in view the si:gle 
purpose of raising the requisite 
revenue for governmental  pur- 
poses. All of us agree—whether 
we are Democrats or whether we 
are Republicans—that the tariff is 
the wisest and best mode by which 
to raise the great bulk of the rev- 
enue required to conduct 
government, only differing as to 
the principle upon which that tar- 
iff shall be levied, whether on the 
English system for the purpose of 
revenue only, or for the additional 
purpose of giving encouragement 
to our own industries and our own 
enterprises and employment to 
our own labor And,as we have 
to resort to tariffs, as we must tax 
foreign products—whether we be 
Democrats or whether we be Re- 
publicans—to keep the wheels of 
government in operation, the 
party to which ‘I belong declares 
that these tariffs shall be so levied 
upon foreign competing products 
as to stimulate American genius, 
American development, and give 
remunerative employment to 
American laber and a home mar- 
ket to the American farmer.” 

Continuing, he said: “There is 
an impression—a very general im- 
pression—-that the protective tariff 
originated with the manufacturers 
of the United States; that protec- 
tive tariffs were inaugurated and 
are maintained by the manufactur- 
ers of the United States. The 
exact reverse is true in American 
history. The men who made the 
first great protective tariff law, 
signed by George Washington on 
the Fourth ot July, 1789, were the 
farmers of the United States. That 
first great Congress was occupied 
by planters; and farmers. with a 
few professional men here and 
there, but largely in the minority; 
and the men who made that. tariff 
were either the planters and farm- 
ers themfofves or they were the 
representatives of an agricultural 
constituency. And they made it 
forapurpose. They made it with 
their eyes open, looking to the fu- 
ture. I have always been proud of 
that first great act. Why, it was 
the second law passea by the 
American Congress and signed by 
Washington on that day memora- 
ble in American history. The 
men who made it had the courage, 
which we never have had since, of 
putting in the body of the bill ex- 
actly what they meant. They de- 
clared that they were making that 
tariff bill for two purposes. First, 
to raise revenue to conduct the in- 
fant goverfiment, and, secondly, to 
encourage manufactures.” 


EMPEROR WILLIAM approved 
students’ duels in his speech at 
Bonn Friday, but he has recently 
issued orders to check dueling 
between army officers.

The Deadly Drug Is Extensively Uso ta 
' the Manufactur.-. 

The peculiar character of arscnic and 
its wonderful power of combination 
with other substances to produce a great 
variety of brilliant and enduring colors 
have breught it into a very cxtensive 
use, which has steadily and rapidly in- 
creased until it’ now enters into the 
manufacture of a very large variety of 
domestic articles, many of which 
are worn as clothing or otherwise 
brought into close contact with those 
who use them, and there is hardly a 
household in the country but has more 
or less of this poison in some form. 

There are various articles of domestic 
use into which arsenic is incorporated, 
says the Boston Herald. We sleep in 
bedrooms the walls gf which are hung 
with paper filled with arsenic. Our 
most beautiful draperies are equally 
loaded with this poison. We sit upor 
sofas which every time they are com- 
pressed throw into the atmosphere this 
same poison. -We wear clothing 
containing enough arsenic, if taken 
into the stomach,’ to produce 4a 
speedy death. Our little children are 
wrapped in beautiful shawls containing 
this same death-dealing drug. Their 
playthings are rendered more beautiful 
and attractive by this very poison. The 
papers in which their bon-bons and 
eandies are enveloped are colored 
with arsenical preparations. Even the 
utensils in which our food is cooked are 
sometimes lined with this poison. 

Now, if any considerable proportion 
of arsenic is taken into the stomach at 
onee, its effects are so uniformly severe 
that suspicion of poisoning is imme- 
diately aroused and search is made for 
the cause of it. But when it is taken 
very slowly the symptoms are so masked 
by many surrounding circumstances 
and conditions that even the most ex- 
perienced physicians do not discover 
the cause. The soreness of the throat, 
the difficulty of breathing, the nausea 
and vomiting, the pallor and weakness, 
often are attributed to entirely different 
causes, and it may be months or even 
years before the true cause is discov- 
ered. 

To-day one of the most honored citi- 
zens of Boston is lying on his deathbed 
after two or more years of prostrations 
ni Suffering, and it is only within the 

t few months that it was discovered 
chat he was saturated with arsenic, 
which his system has been gradually 
ibsorbing from long continued exposure 
to it. The nicer chemical tests of late 
years are discovering the same condi- 
tion in many chronic invalids, while 
every physician has had cases which, 
resisting all treatment, he has been 
obliged to send away from home into 
different surroundings before they could 
be relieved. * 

Ought we not, then,’ to have laws 
which will protect us from this insidious 
danger, which is concealed under forms 
most attractive aad alluring? That ar- 

senic isa very important substance in the 
arts, and may in many cases be so com- 
bined as to be partially inert, is very 
true; yet, as it is often left in a free 
condition and capable of producing 
poisonous effects upon the human sys- 
tem, Why shouid it not always, when so 
offered for sale, be labeled as poison? 


SPONTANEOUS COMBUSTION. 
Old 


Whisky in His System Burned an 
African Alive, 

The supporters of the much-disputed 
theory of spontaneous combustion have 
received fresh grounds of belief from 
the case of Milton Hardcastle, of Balti- 
more, whose remains were recently 
found nearly consumed in his shanty on 
the outskirts of that city, says the 
Philadelphia Times. Hardcastle was 
an old negro of unknown age, enjoying 
a small monthly income left him some 
years ago by his former owner, Col. 
Eustace Hardcastle, and which went al- 
most entirely for whisky. It is said 
that the negro consumed a gallon and a 
half a day, and would often buy and 
drink the pure alcohol in large quanti- 
ties, often for days at a time partaking 
of no other nourishment. He lived all 
alone, being of a singularly taciturn 
disposition, so that it was.some days be- 
fore he was missed, but his shanty was 
observed to remain closed and search 
being instituted he was found in his bed 
burned nearly to a crisp, while the mat- 
tress and clothes were only slightly 
scorched. 

The room was in perfect order and no 
traee Of fire was found on the hearth, 
which was swept clean, and as Hard- 
castle was known to have been unique 
among negroes in never smoking the 
whole affair seemed shrouded in mys- 
tery. Dr. Everhardt was called upon by 
the authorities to make an investiga- 
tion and gave it as his opinion that it 
was a case of spontaneous combustion.

THE BOARD OF TRADE. 
An interesting Meeting Heid Sat 


urday. 

The Board of Trade held an_inter- 
esting meeting Saturday. Manager 
Fulton reported that he had been in 
correspondence with people in Tenn- 
essee, and had sert them State re- 
ports and such publications as the 
Board had at various times issued 
and that the people there took kindly 
to the advantages Nevada offered. 
The manager read the following letter 
from J. B. Williams which explains 
itself : | 

Guieason, Tenn., April 23, ’91. 

R. L. Fulton, Esq.— Dear Sir: 

Your esteemed fovor of the 6th last. 


| arrived several days ago and has been 


read with much interest, Other mail 
also arrived this time, all of which 
‘has been carefully read and placed 
where I thought it would. do most 
good. Send along all the mail you 
wish to be placed in the hands of in- 
tending immigrants, asl will gladly 
distribute} it among people that are 
interested. There is great dissatis- 
faction here at present among, not 
only farmers, but business and pro- 
fessional men. Almost every man 
that is situated so he can leave bere 
is going to leave. Money was never 
known to be as scarce here as xt pres- 
ent. I am situated six miles from 
Dresden and five miles from Gleason, 
away outin the country. If a circle 
was drawn two,miles in diameter with 
my house in the center, the circle 
would contain 250 to 300 persons, 
with fully one-third negroes, and I 
don’t suppose I could, by mortgaging 
my farm, borrow $25 00 in the circle. 
A poor man thinks he is fortunate to 
get a ‘‘job,, for a few days at fifty 
cents per day, and a carpenter can’t 
obtain work at $1 50 per day. 

I was talking the other day with a 
prominent carpenter of Gleason con- 
cerning the prices that are paid ror 
labor in your State. He tells me that. 
he has rented land and gone to farm- 
ing, as he didn’t suppose he could 
have obtained work at $1 50 per day 
inamonth. He says if you think 
first-class mechanics are needed in 
Nevada and could be sure to find em- 
ployment, he could come out this Fal} 
with a number of sober, moral, indus- 
trious men. Yon could write bim for 
particulars if you wish. 

I will now tell you the cause of the 
dissatisfaction and hard times here. 
Faithful and conservative old men 
that have noted carefully the weather 
since the Ist day of July last say it 
has rained fully half the time since 
the above date and is still raining. ‘pn 
1889 we had the first crop failure ever 
known in West Tennessee. It rained 
four months that year almost every 
day, making almost a total crop fail- 
ure besides washing all hill lands to 
pieces. t year we had the same 
thing, only not quite so bad, as it 
waited a little later to begin—July lst 
—and as above stated has been rain- 
ing half the time since. It is now 
time corn was half-knee high, and we 
haven’t plowed any corn land. Ten 
years ago we could make ten bushels 
of wheat per acre. Now we can’t 
make—well, practically none. The 
following is a correct estimate of the 
last patch of wheat raised on Glen- 
dale, ten acres in 1886: 


Cost. breaking 10 acres, $2 per acre 
Harrowing same, 25 cents per acre,..... 
Ten bushels of seed at $1 per bushel 
Sowing, 10 cents per acre 
Re-harrowing, 2¢ cents per acre

This is the last wheat that has been 
raised on Glendale. We haven’t had 
auy fruit in three or four years, al- 
ways being killed by Spring frosts. 
Farmers’ are mortgaging their farms 
for money to get through on. 

If vour country is as good, or in the 
neighborhood of as good, as repre- 
sented, I would not be afraid to war- 
rant a large colony, say fifty or more 
families, to move to your State this 
fall, and they would not be trash 
either, but our best people, all strictly 
English speaking, moral, industrious, 
sober, educated Americans; and we 
would bring no mconsiderable amount 
of capital, the proceeds of our property 
here. I could mention W. G. Parks 
of Gleason, a young educated man, 
thoroughly reliable and houest, his 
father worth $10,000 or $15,000; write 
him if you doubt any thing I say. 
Or J. L. Hodges, a strict *member of 
the Baptist Church, Odd Fellow and 
C. & C., worth $10,000; write bim for 
a verification of what I haye said. Or 
B. D. Stallings of Gleason; or O. C. 
Carlton, a prominent gaw mill man 
of Greenfield, Tenn., worth -$8,000 or 
$10,000. Could name eee? more of 
our foremost men that would tel! you 
the same tale. They would all want 
to locate where they would have good 
educational and religious advantages. 
[I will say right here that should this 
crowd move to your State, they would 
bring some of the prettiest and best 
accomplished young ladies that ever 
struck Nevada. | 

Now, Mr. Fulton, as I have ex- 
plained, times are hard and money 
scarce here, and people cannot afford 
to throw it away traveling, unless 
they actually knew they would derive 
The men I 
have mentioned as being worth $8,000 
to $10,000 haven’t got any money. 
That’s the reason they want to move. 
Now some eight or ten men, anch as 
described above, tell me to make the 
following proposition: That if you 
can arrange it with some real estate 
dealer or board of immigration, rail- 
road company, or any way to bear 
half the necessary expenses of two 
reliable men from Gleasun, Tenn., to 
your place and return, that they will 
pay the other half and serd two suit- 
able men out to look at yonr country 
and if they find it as represented will 
look out location while there. You 
may ask why not send one man. But 
you know the bible say: ‘‘Out of the 
mouth of two or three witnesses the 
truth shall be established.’”’ Before 
tearing up and making such a sacrifice 
they want no room for doubt. 
~ Now if your country will stand the 
test (which I have no doubt it will) of 
two of us bringing along the printed 
matter you have so kindly sent me 
and examining for ourselves and you 
can make the above arrangements, we 
could come out about July 15th to Sep- 
toot 15th. ;

TRINITY CHURCH. 


An Interesting Service and tiood 
Singing There Vesterday. 


The Episcopal Church was crowded 
yesterday morning almost beyond its 
capacity and the services were very” 
interesting. The singing was remark- 
ably good and the old familiar voice of 
Dickie Jose was heard to ring out in 
soft clear notes sweet anthems of 
praise. Dickie’s voice has improved 
wonderfully since his last visit to Reno 
and it is particularly sweet in the 
higher register. The singing of Dickie 
Jose and playing of Prof. Hillman with 
his violin added much to the occasion. 
Yesterday was the 6lst birthday of 
good Bishop Whitaker, and if he 
could have but looked in on the con- 


gregation he would have been pleased 
that the seeds of christianity sown by 
him years ago bore such a beautiful 
harvest. The pastor, Rey. Mr. Lucas, 
took for his text the 16th chapter of 
St. Mark, 15th yerse. Subject: “The 
Last Command.’”’ ‘‘And he said unto 
them, go ye into the world and preach 
the gospel to every creature.’’ 

The Pastor referred to the work be- 
ing done by foreign missionaries. He 
said that the command was being 
faithfully carried out in all parts of 
the civilized world; that ‘fifty years 
ago there was expended in missionary 
work only \about $100,000 annually, 
while to-day there is being expended 
by the Protestants alone over $1,600,- 
0v0—an increase in the last half of 
this century of over $1,500,000. 

At the evening service Dickie Jose 
was again one of the choir, and the re- 
sult was that long before time for the 
service to begin the Episcopal Church 
was packed with ax“ as closely as 
sardines ina box. The church filled 
to overflowing, and the north lobby 
was a struggling mass of people 
writhing and wiggling to get nearer, 
while none could gain a sight of the 
choir. The crowd filled the lobby and 
the east entrance out to the sidewalk, 
over which it extended and into the 
carriages at the curbstone, and spread 
up and down Sierra and Second 
streets until the church was literally 
surrounded. The little churchyard 
was packed, and some of the windows 
being opened for ventilation, men and 
boys climbed up on the ledges and 
swinging themselves partly into the 
church remained in these positions 
with bodies and legs dangling on the 
outside like fish struggling through a 
net. The sidewalks becoming 
crowded ey retreated and took up 
positions on the opposite sides of the 
streets and perched in the wagons 
around Hymers’ corner. Many went 
home and their places on the sidewalks 
were taken by others. Itis unneces- 
sary to estimafé the numbers, for had 
Reno a greater population the crowd 
would have been increased in propor- 
tion. As the service began all strained 
their ears and waited in silence to 
catch the clear melody of Dickie’s 
phenomenal voice, and when the first 
notes were heard a whisper run 
through the crowd outside who could 
not see him, and ‘“That’s § him’’ 
greeted one on everv side and smiles 
of content illumined every face. 
None could deny that ‘‘ music hath 
charms to soothe the savage breast,’’ 
for even the Piutes, huddled around 
the outskirts of the crowd, looked 
spell bound. It was a remarkable 
sight and until the close the interest 
never ceased. What the net results 
were the Gazette did not learn, but 
“to a man up a tree,” looking on from 
the outside, it seemed impossible to 
pass the plate, and the idea was at 
once suggested that to all intents and 
purposes the Sabbath would not have 
been desecrated to any greater extent 
had the services been held in the 
Opera House. It was very evident 
that curiosity, and not sacred devo- 
tion, drew the crowd, and it was all 
the greater because it was a free show. 
At the close of the regular services 
Dickie Jose entertained those of his 
friends. who remained with a few 
more choice selections, and it was 
9:30 o’clock before the church lights 
were extinguished.

MARINE MEALS. 


Uncle Sam's Sea-Soldier Fattens Himself 
and Still Has a Surplus. 

The meal of the merry marine, much 
'as he would like to have it appear a 
| simple, crude and unsatisfactory affair, 
is nevertheless, if all accounts are to be 
believed, the subject of considerable 
study, amendment and manipulation, 
all with the purpose of giving to the 
sea-soldiers the best that can be pro- 
cured for the money Uncle Sam allows, 
says the Brooklyn Eagle. In the course 
of a tour of the Flushing avenue bar- 
racks recently a reporter was put in 
possession of what appear to be the 
facts in\ what has been recently a 
mooted question regarding the marine 
ration. The quartermaster of the 
marine corps advertises each year for 
proposals to furnish rations for the 

various posts from July 1 to the end of 
June following. Bids are opened in 
| May and the contracts go to the lowest 
bidders. ‘The Government specifies the 
quantity and quality of the rations to 
be supplied by the\ contractors and the 
goods have to pass inspection. Com- 


petition in the bidding has lowered the 
figures, and this year the lucky bidder 

secured the contract for the supply of 
the |Flushing avenue post at thirteen 
dollars and thirty-nine\ cents per one 


| hundred rations, of a little over thir- 
| 


teen and one-half cents\a day for a 
marine’s feed. It is only\a couple of 
rears ago that a bid of over seventeen 
cents a ration was accepted by the Gov- 
| ernment. 

One hundred rations must contain the 
following quantities: — Seventy-five 
| pounds salt pork or one hundred and 
twenty-five pounds fresh beef, about 
one hundred and tWelve pounds of 
flour, fifteen pounds beans, « fifteen 
pounds sugar, ten pounds coffee or one 
_ and one-half pounds of tea, four pounds 
| salt, four pounds soap, four quarts vin- 
| 
} 


egar, four ounces pepper, one and one- 

half pounds candles. Uncle Sam con- 
| tracts for these rations and sends them 
| along with machine-like regularity, but 
| he does not have a law that one hun- 
dred marines shall use up so much stuff 
in a day, whether they want it or not, 
and here is where the cunning and 
economical sea soldier gets in his most 
effective work. For, with rare genius 
‘for controlling circumstances and a 
| tactical capacity much superior to that 
| required for a dress parade, he manipu- 

lates the ration until it becomes a thing 
of beauty and much to be enjoyed and 
foralong time. Thus very seldom a 
man eats all the Government allows 
him. But what is left.is good stuff, 
provided it isn’t cooked, so why not sell 
it? Now the oversupply.for the some- 
thing like two hundred Men at the 
Flushing Avenue barracks, even if they 
were all on hand all the time, is worth 
a good deal; and when to that are added 
the rations of those who are away fora 
little while it is worth more. So the 
needs of the men are calculated with 
more or less nicety, and what is saved 
is sold to various dealers with whom 
arrangement is made. The proceeds 
_ereate afund. What does the marine 
do with it? 

Well, an officer of the post is com- 
missioned by the commandant to put 
out his money to the best advantage in 
securing additiona? edibles which shall 
lend variety, if not luxury, to the re- 
past. The cast-iron Government ration 
is not burdened with the quality of 
epicurean variety, as a glance at the 
above list may reveal. With the some- 
thing over two hundred dollars a month 
put into his hands for the purpose the 
officer who buys the extras gets pota- 
| toes (when cheap more, when dear less), 
vegetables for the soup, more beans, 
mutton and sausage, and instead of the 
forequarter of. the beef nice stew beef; 
also oatmeal, milk, prunés, and the 
like. The officer who buys these things 
has to show his receipts and have his 
accounts audited by a board of fellow- 
| officers. Part of the saving from the 
ration goes to stock the library, buy 
| games and provide gymnastic apparatus, 

and, in general, to purchase means of 

amusing and benefiting the men. It is 
| beyond question that the malcontents 
among the men who grumble about 
quantity or quality of their food are 
vastly in the minority. 


AN INGENIOUS CIPHER, 


How the Friends of a French Thief Got 
Themselves into Jail. _ 

Some years ago, says the Detroit 
Free Press, the frichds of a Parisian 
thief adopted a decidedly unique method 
of carrying on a clandestine corres- 
pondence with him while he was await- 
ing trial.

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Sa MOVING PLANTS. 


In ating Facts “About the Mysterious 
isms Called Bacteria. 

Bacteria are not insects or ‘‘bugs,” 
says.the Popular Science News, but 
plants. They have, however, the power 
of spontaneous: motion. - Like other 
living things they take in matter and 
potential energy and give off matter 
and manifest energy. 

In common with all vegetables not 
possessing chlorophyll they require 
organic food for the maintenance of 
life, but they can subsist upon food that 
contains no proteid, being able to take 
nitrogen and sulphur from inorganic 
sources- and carbon from ‘organic 
sources, and with water they build up 
proteid material. They share respira- 
tion incommon with all living things, 
taking in oxygen and giving off carbon 
dioxide. Certain bacteria, however, do 
not require free oxygen, being able to 
{inlock it from the substances in which 
they exist; and certain chemical a 
cesses attributable to them evidehtly 
depend upon this power of unlocking 
exygen from stable compounds. Bac- 
teria are very widely distributed, being 
present in the atmosphere in vast num- 
bers, and also existing in earth and 
water. They cover the surface of our 
bodies and ‘line our entire alimentary 
canals; fortunately, however, they are 
chiefly of the benign variety, which 
will not thrive in living tissues—hence 

called non- pathogenic. 

These micro-organisms are among the 
smallest objects which the microscope 
reveals. A very common form of bac- 
teria is that known as the bacterium, 
fermo, which is an elongated, rod-like 
cell about 1-25,000 of an inch in breadth 
and less than twice its breadth in 
length. It is non-pathogenic, easily 
killed by antiseptics, and is always 
found in putrefying or septic fluids; 
hence it.is sometimes called the carrion 
or septic fungus.
